POPE BENEDICT 
IS NEAR DEATH 
LATE FRI. P. M. 


ROME. Jan. 20.—Pope Benedict XV 


was being kept alive this afternoon' 
by the use of oxygen and 
artifical 


heart stimulants. 


Suffering from pneumonia, inflam- 


mation of the throat and high fever 
the pontiff sank rapidly during tho I 
day, but up to this afternoon had re- 
tained consciousness. 


The last sacrament was administer- 


ed by Monslgnor Zamplni, the Vatican 
sacristan at the pope's own request. 


The following bulletin was issued 


this afternoon by the Vatican: 


"The Holy Father remains in a very 


grave condition. Before noon he was 
able to expectorate, then he 
grew 


worse. 


"Oxygen has again been administer- 


ed." 


Despite the stimulants, it was an- 


nounced that the pope's heart action 
was much weaker since noon. 


Specif prayers were offered in all 


the Catholic churches. The most op- 
timistic report from tho sick room was 
that issued early In the morning. 


It was long after this bulletin was 
, issue'd that the activity of the physi- 
*>,clans showed that the pontiff 
had 


"* taken a turn for the worse and had 


begun to fail. There was no accumu- 
lation of phlegm in tho throat and 
chest and the pope grew so weak he 
could not expectorate and he had the 
utmost difficulty in getting his breath 
and it had to be removed artiflcally.

Robbers who broke into the Keene 


postoffice, 
stealing §150 worth of 


stamps, and got away in an automo- 
bile belonging to Dr. G. P. Curry of 
Coshocton, succeeded in eluding cap- 
ture by the county sheriff and police 
by a margin of about 30 minutes. 


The Ford sedan stolen from Curry 


was found at tho Davis crossing 
at 


Conesville at 4:50 Friday morning, 
within a short time after it had been 
abandoned. It had been run off the 
road into a bank on the west side of 
the road, the left front wheel broken, 
the axel bent and the wind shield 
smashed. 


Part of the stamps and a quantity 


of candy and cigars stolen from 
the 


John Karr store where the Keene 
postoffice is located, were recovered. 


A tip received by Officer Robert Ha- 


gans and transmitted to Sheriff Ernest 
Darr led to the discovery of the thefts. 
Hagans was notified that a car was 
standing on the Koene hill, apparently 
abandoned. This tip was received at 
4 o'clock. At 4:30, when the sheriff. 
Deputy Sheriff James Stewart and Of- 
ficer Hagans reached the Keene hill, 
the car was gone. 


The officers returned to Coshocton, 


looked up the license number report- 
ed and found the car, belonged to Dr. 
G. P. Curry. Curry was notified. 


Then in quick succession telephone 


calls came to the sheriff's office tell- 
ing of the robbery of the Keene "post- 
office and the wrecking ot a Ford se- 
dan at the Davis crossing, Conesville. 
The license number of the car wreck- 
ed at Conesville corresponded 
with 


the number of the) car which had been 
seen on the Keene hill, and In the 
hope -of catching the robbers, the offi- 
cers immediately went to Conesvlllo. 


Apparently the occupant of the 


right side of the front seat of the Ford 
car had been plunged into the wind- 
shield of the car when it crashed into 
the bank. Blood was found spattered 
around the car and the windshield de- 
molished. 


No traces of the drivers of the car 


could be found. 


A lock on the door of the Curry gar- 


age had been broken and the car taken 
from the garage. Curry was unaware 
of the theft of his car until awakened 
by the officers. The Ford was taken 
to the Loos garage for repairs. 


Sheriff Darr and Officer George 


Fretague, after returning from Cones- 
ville, made a trip to Keene where the 
scene of the postoffice robbery was 
viewed. 


The robbers had jimmied the door 


of the Karr store to make their en- 
trance. As nearly as could be ascer- 
tained by John Karr, owner of the 
store, the stolen goods consisted of 
approximately $150 worth of stamps, 
two dollars In small change and a 
quantity of candy and cigars. 


Hearing the noise made by the rob- 


bers when they forced an entrance to 
the store, Dr. W. A. McMichael who 
lives one door south of the store, got 
out of bed and went to his door, think- 
ing possibly someone was calling for 
medical services. That was, to the 
best of his knowledge about 2 o'clock, 
he said. Seeing no one, he retired. 


The robbers were evidently fright- 


ened into a hurried departure, for they 
left a number of teols In the store. 
Among the things found were a steel 
jimmy, a two-foot screw 
driver 
a 


wrench, two dynamite caps, and 
a 


piece of fuse. 


Altho the city and county officials 


were working diligently on the case 
Friday they refused to divulge any of 
their clues.

Break Between Operators 


And Miners Is Believed 
Inevitable 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20. — That a 


strike of tho miners in the unionized 
bituminous coal llelds on April t is In- 
evitable is the view of coal pro- 
ducers and railroad executives who 
appeared before the intor-state com- 
merce commission's rate hearing to- 
day. 


Tho unqualified declaration of J. D. 


A. Morrow of the National Coal As- 
soclation, that wages will be reduced 
regardless of consequences 
was In- 


terpreted as forecasting' a broak be- 
tween the miners and operators. 


The coal consumers of the country 


may definitely expect a sharp reduc- 
tion in tho price of fuel after April 1. 
caused by deflation of wages. Morrow 
told the commission. , 


Coal Is at present selling for an 


average of $2.13 per ton, Morrow said, 
while the average freight rate is $6.25 
per ton, A much lower price may be 
looked for April 1, ho declared. 


A last ditch fight against "starvation 


wages" has been determined upon by 
organized miners, now massing their 
ranks for a nation wide strike April 
1, it was learned today. The miners 
will first demand a five to ten per cent 
wage increase to 
become 
effective 


April 1, when existing contracts ex- 
pire, their leaders said today. .. 


Rejection of the demands by opera- 


tors will precipitate a strike of such 
proportions as to paralyze the entire 
coal industry. 


There will be no compromise— 


either a wage Increase or a strike. 
War plans for 
the miners will be 


adopted at an international conven- 
' tion to be held by the U. M. W. of A.. 
in Indianapolis February 14. All an- 
thracite and bituminous workers in 
this country and Canada will be repre- 
sented. 


Increased wages will be demanded it 


was learned on the ground that miners 
are 
the lowest paid 
workers in 


I America. The maximum wage paid 
| the average miner in 
1921. it was 


stated, amounted to $937.50. 


Leaders termed this a "starvation 


wage" which resulted in terrible suf- 
ferings and deprivations evidenced In 
West Virginia and Kansas. 


A mass of data being prepared for 


use at tho convention, shows thera 
were only 125 work days in 1921 for 
the organized workers. The maximum 
wage was $7.50 a day, with the aver- 
age running far' less. 
The existing 


scale, It was said, ranges from a maxi- 
mum of $1.14 a ton in Illinois to a 
minimum of 75 cents a ton in Ala- 
bama. This data will be presented to 
the operators with the new demands, 
either separately or at a joint confer- 
ence. 
It will mark the last stand of 


the organized miners, it was stated by 
leaders. 
If the demands are refused, 


Htriko orders will be flashed to every 
organized mine local.

tall cost of food is coming down, but 
the decrease is so small as to be al-
